A POOR TIME TO RAISE RATES 

The proposal to stop giving discounts for 
the prompt payment of light, water and tele- 
phone bills is a doubtful way of increasing 
profits of these utility enterprises. 

The certain and immediate result would be 
that people would stop paying promptly. No 
one would pay until he had to. The depart- 
ments would be out of pocket if they had to 
borrow in the meantime. And stale bills are 
always more costly to collect than fresh ones. 

That the departments would save the 
amount of the discounts, or any approximate 
sum, is not probable. It is more likely that 
house-holders would cut down on their use of 
light and water and order out the ‘phones. 


ANOTHER DOLLAR GOES DOWN 
Now for a change the United States dollar 
has been slipping in foreign markets The 
explanation given is that foreigners have been 
selling dollars heavily. 

Which in turn may be taken to mean that as 
foreigners are not buying much in the United 
States at present they do not require the 
dollars, and prefer to translate these into the | 
currencies of countries where they have bills 
to pay or want to make purchases. 

Even gold dollars have only a limited attrac- 
tion for people who are not doing business | 
with gold and are therefore not particular 
about getting gold. The 26 cent silver certifi- 
cate which passes for a United States dollar | 
is even less attractive in metal value.

Canada and other countries which owe 
money in the United States will welcome the 
decline of the dollar and hope that it may con- 
tinue. The farther down it goes the less they 
will have to pay. It must go a long way yet 
before it reaches the artificial level to which 
New York hes been pleased to suppress the 
Canadian dollar on that market. 


THEY NEED ADVICE 

The Government of Ontario proposes to set 
up an advisory committee of three, to counsel 
the Government as to the best methods of 
dealing with the problem of unemployment. 

The idea will not down that on this subject 
governments are not necessarily all-seeing, and | 
would be the better of a little outside advice | 
from qualified parties. 

Mr. Bennett was urged to set up a commis-

If an advisory committee can save money 
for the Ontario taxpayers, or give better results 
for the money spent, a federal com 
could do as much for the taxpa 
Dominion, Unemployment has thr 
upon the national Government as somet hing 
added to the departmental duties which 
ordinarily require all the time and talents of 
the Ministers. And it is altogether too large 
and too serious a matter to be dealt with 
properly in the odd moments they can spare 
from departmenta! duties. 


A DECLARATION OF CONFIDENCE 

Addressing the share-holders of the C.P.R. 
at their annual meeting, President E. W. 
Beatty sald: “The year 1931 was a year of 
phenomenal contraction in the earnings of 
your rail system and practically every subsidi- 
ary enterprise.” For a tactful way of stating | 
bad news that sentence is a model. 

The “contractioh” amounted to $67,303,000 
in gross earnings since 1929. This shrinkage 
was in part off-set by cutting running expenses 
$49,931,000. As a result the company was able 
last year to pay its fixed charges, pay the divi- 
dend on preference stock, and pay 63 cents 
per share to holders of common stock. 

C.P.R, share-holders will think the 63 cents 
per share is not enough. That is because they 
have been used to getting more. If they were 
share-holders in some other railway systems 
they would think a dividend of 63 cents per 
share heralded the arrival! of the millenium, 

The public, not less really than the share- 
holders, have cause for gratification that the 
pioneer railway system and largest privately- 
owned enterprise in the Dominion is doing 
better than “breaking even” in these times of 
dull trade and scant traffic. The credit of 
Canada and of Canadian enterprises, at home 
_and abroad, will he strengthened by that news. 

Mr. Beatty noted the serious inroads that

busses and trucks have been making upon the 
business of the railways, but did not indicate 
what the railways propose to do about it. The 
farthest he went in this direction was to say 
the managements of both transcontinentals 
are studying the question. That also is a mat- 
ter in which the public have a vital interest, 
since they have to maintain both the railways 
and the roads. 

A notable feature of the address is the com- 
plete absence of any tone of discouragement. 
The keynote is one of strong but sane confi- 
dence. There is nothing in it about prosperity 
creeping unbidden around a corner. But there 
are a good many constructive suggestions that 
deserve the attention of both governments and 
public. And there is the very pertinent remark 
that a wheat crop of four or five hundred mil- 
lion bushels, which {fs entirely potsible, would 
“incalculably benefit” both the country and the 
company.

CCORDING to the Coast papers, Premier An - 

derson of Saskatchewan is making an excellent 
impression on Coast audiences in a number of pub- 
lic appearances. Saskatchewan's premier has many 
aids to public favor. He has stalwart appearance, a 
powerful voice, confident bearing, excellent diction 
and familiarity with prairie conditions. Through 
the most trying period in the economic and political 
history of Saskatchewan. and with only a handful 
of voting majority drawn from friendly Independ- 
ents and Progressives, he has kept his government 
intact and above secious criticism. 

“Gladiators fighting for their lives,” as Wendell 
Phillips once said in a noble retort to a critic of his 
platform style, “have no time to study pretty poses.”

B’ Premier Anderson's back-to-the-land remedy 

for the unemployment situation seems more a 
policy of necessity than a remedy for an ill. Farm- 
ers are producing more now than the people of the 
Canadian cities can produce. Present prices of 
farm produce are enough to make an economist 
weep, with eggs bringing 7 cents, 5 cents and 2 
cents a dozen for extrzs, firsts and seconds, 

Not until our cities have four times their present 
population will the Canadian farmer have a home 
market for his wheat. More men on the land will 
not remedy the farmer's problem, though it will 
enable men now dependent on relief to raise food 
for themselves and families. 

No nation seems able to live a self-contained 
economic life—not even United States with its di- 
versity of climate and production, All need to en- 
gage in commerce, exchanging their surplus of cer- 
tain commodities for other needed commodities. 
And with this need for international commerce, 
hitherto carried on by credits based on fourteen 
available billion dollars of gold, the credit structure 
has been shattered by the hoarding of two-thirds 
of the world’s gold in the vaults of United States 
and France, coupled with American demands for 
war debt payments of more than twice the amount 
of actual gold there is in the world. 

At this deadlock, hope to the Canadian farmer 
and producer of natural products is in the forth- 
coming Imperial Economic Conference at Ottawa in 
July. 

Britain's action in establishing a tariff with an 
Empire preference has already opened up markets 
for Canadian lumber and fish. 

What benefit may accrue to Canada from the 
wheat quotas and the fixed price for British wheat 
is not clear. It has sent up the value of farm lands 
in Great Britain

Tablets for Reducing 
Question: Mrs. F. writes: “Some time ago I start- 
ed to take sometablets for reduicng, using two after 
each meal, and lost twenty-five pounds, but when- 
ever I stop taking them I begin to gain rapidly 
again. I am very nervous and evrything I eat 
seems to disagree sincé starting the treatment, but 
I am arfraid to stop taking the pills, as I would 
soon weigh 200 pounds. What would you suggest?” 
Answer: It is possible that you have some gland- 
ular deficiency which causes you to gain weight 
rapidly. The tablets probab'y contain thyroid ex- 
tract which causes you to reduce rapidly. I never 
advise this type of treatment unless the patient is 
nder a doctor‘s supervision. I feel sure you will be 
able to reduce your weight if you will take plenty 
of exercise and use your will power to keep away 
from rich foods for a sufficient length of time. 
Where is difficulty in reducing, as in your case, I 
sometimes advise a straight water fast for two or 
three days, using a glassful of water every half 
hour during the day, and following this fast with 
an orange juice or tomato juice diet. Such a diet, 
t continued long enough, usually corrects glandular 
conditions so that excessive gaining will not result 
after you start eating again.
